170  miles  to  LEES  FERRY,  Arizona.  In  this  section  there  are  22  minor  rapids,  or  big  riffles, 
with  little  or  no  danger. 

For  the  first  night.^s  stop  we  plan  to  take  passengers  to  Copitol  Reef  Lodge,  due  to  open 
May  1,  1949.  It  is  located  in  the  heart  of  Capitol  Reef  National  Monument,  deep  in  a val- 
ley of  colorful  Navajo  and  Wingate  sandstone;  the  Chinie  shales;  and  the  Moenkope  Red 


At  the  mouth  of  Padre  Creek  in  Utah,  we  have  the  Crossing  of  the  Fathers,  where  on 
Nov.  If  1776,  Padres  Dominguez  ond  Escalante  and  pjorty  crossed  the  Colorado.  Even  in 
the  East,  you  do  not  hove  too  many  points  of  older  history. 

Of  course,  the  SVi  mile  hike  to  RAINBOW  BRIDGE  one  doy,  and  return  to  the  river  the 
foil  owing  day,  Is  the  highlight  of  the  Glen  Canyon  and  Son  Juan  River  trips.  Those  who 
do  r^ot  care  to  make  the  1 1 -mile  plus  hike  will  be  made  comfortable  in  camp,  near  fresh 
water  swimming  pools,  or  con  spend  the  night  ot  Echo  Camp  near  the  Rainbow  Bridge. 

For  nearly  250  miles  of  overland  travel,  preceding  the  river  trip  (Glen  Canyon),  we  will 
contract  with  o chartered  bus  line,  using  station  wagons  and  sedans. 

Fcr  river  travel  we  will  use  the  World  War  11  neoprene,  lO-mon,  8-oir  chamber  rafts. 
Those  were  the  type  you  sow  in  motion  pictures  of  our  June  1948  Son  Juan  River  run, 
at  Smithsonian  in  Sept. 

Up  to  100  different  feeds  will  be  corried.  Special  diets  will  be  cared  for  if  we  are  no- 
tified in  advance.  ^ ‘ ' 

Passengers  are  to  supply  their  own  sleeping  bogs.  We  suggest  that  passengers  bring  one 
pair  of  high  tennis  shoes  of  the  "Keds"  type,  Levis,  socks,  shirts,  one  warm  jacket,  sun 
helmet  and  light  rain  coot.  Personal  baggage  will  be  limited  to  25  pounds  exclusive  of 
bed  roll  and  camera. 

The."e  will  be  eight  10-mcn  passenger  boats  available,  allowing  4 persons  and  our  boat- 
mon  tO  each  boot.  Army  Air  Corps  surplus  life  preservers  supplied  ior  all.  There  will  be 
watG'p’Cof  special  purpose  rubber  bogs  for  protection  of  most  valuable  personal  equipment. 

The  following  may  be  added  to  PROPOSED  ITINERARY  for  Glen  Conyon  trips;  Those 
who  drive  to  join  river  porty  may  leave  car,  trove!  clothes,  etc.,  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Art 
Green  ot  Marbie  Canyon  Lodge,  Arizona  (Via  Comeron) . Come  to  Richfield,  Utah,  in 
outing  clothes,  via  Santa  Fe  Troilways.  Cor  will  be  awoiting  you  at  end  of  river  journey. 

For  the  San  Juan  River  run,  the  meeting  piece  will  be  Bluff,  Utoh,  or  Mexicon  Hot, 
Utah.  If  desired  by  cor  owners,  their  cars  will  be  driven  to  Marble  Canyon  Lodg^3  by  de- 
pendobte  desert  drivers.
